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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 62-80, drawn to the method for the prophylaxis and/or treatment of 
induced cell toxicity comprising administering compound (VI). 

Group II, claim(s) 81-84 and 87, drawn to a compound as defined by formula (VII) and a 
method for prophylaxis and/or treatment of induced cell toxicity comprising 
administering a compound as defined in claim 81. 

Group III, claim(s) 85 and 86, drawn to a combination medicament comprising a 
compound of claim 62 and a therapeutic agent for simultaneous, separate or sequential 
use for induced cell toxicity therapy. 

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of the group I invention, the method for the 
prophylaxis and/or treatment of induced cell toxicity comprising administering a 
compound of formula (VI) is not required by the group II invention whose special 
technical feature is a compound and method of use for cell toxicity as defined by 
formula (VII). 

The special technical feature of the group III invention, the combination of the 
medicament of formula 62 and a therapeutic agent is not required by the group I and 
group II inventions because they are not combined with an additional therapeutic agent. 
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This application contains claims directed to more than one species of the generic 
invention. These species are deemed to lack unity of invention because they are not so 
linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

The species are as follows: 

1 . If elected, the compound of formula (VI) selected from 3-methylamino-l-(4 
methylpiperazino)-2-propanole, 4-piperazinoaniline, l-(3-chlorophenyl)piperazine diHCI 
(m-CPP), piperazin-2-one-HCI, 2-[4-(2-aminoethyl)piperazin-l-yl] ethylamine, piperazine 
anhydrous, 2,4-diamino-6-phenyl-l,3,5-triazine, 3,5-diamino-l,2,4-triazole, 2,5- 
piperazinedione, piperazine, and piperazin-2-one-HCI, 1-(2-pyrimidyl)piperazine 
dihydrochloride, 2-[4-(2-aminoethyl)piperazin-l-yl] ethylamine, 3-methylamino-1- 
(4-methylpiperazino)-2-propanole, piperazine, 1,7-diaminoheptane, 1,2-diaminoethane, 
1,4-diaminobutane,1,6-diaminohexane, and 1 ,5-diaminopentane. 

2. If elected, one single species of the compound of formula (VII).

REQUIREMENT FOR UNITY OF INVENTION
